WHY WOOD STAYED AT HOME. 


The letter of the late president, Woodrow Wilson, ex­ 
plaining why Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood was not sent to France 
during the World war confirms what has been generally 
understood to have been the real reasons. 
Mr. Wilson, with characteristic directness, declared that 
General Pershing did not want General Wood. 
Obviously an 
important command would not be given to a subordinate 
over the emphatic opposition of the commander of the expe­ 
ditionary forces. 
The former president throws light on what is perhaps 
the reaf reason for his own refusal, and inferentially that of 
General Pershing, to accept General Wood. 
“Wherever General Wood goes,” he wrote, “there is a 
controversy and conflict of judgment. 
He is a man of un­ 
usual ability, but apparently absolutely unable to submit his 
judgment to those who are superior to him in command.” 
This is a severe indictment of a soldier, whose first duty 
is obedience. 
General Wood is noted as a “stormy petrel, 
and certainly there has been no lack of “controversy and con­ 
flict of judgment” wherever he has heen placed.—Kansas 
City Journal.

. The choice collection of epithets which most of the news­ 
papers of Germany have seen fit to shower upon Mr. Wilson 
as he lay dead in Washington ought not to be misunderstood. 
Their chief intent is not to affront the United States or out­ 
rage American sentiment, but to maintain a German myth. 
this is that Germany was not beaten in the war. 
The legend 
upon which the German people have been fed is that they 
were betrayed. 
The armistic would not have been signed, 
so runs the tale, had not Germany been deceived as regards 
the terms of peace that would be imposed upon her. 
As it 
is still considered of the utmost importance to keep up the 
belief of Germans in this strong delusion, the present occasion 
Ts seized to represent President Wilson as the man who dis­ 
honorably lured Germany to her doom. , The abuse heaped 
upon him in* Germany today is thus meant for home con­ 
sumption. 
It would neveA do to allow Germans to suspect 
that their military power had been dashed to pieces before 
the armistice. 
Wonder rather than anger at this German attitude is what 
most Americans will feel. 
The facts are of record. 
In 
assenting as they did to Mr. Wilson's Fourteen Points, the 
German authority agreed in advance to submit to the stipu­ 
lations which were most galling to German pride and most 
destructive of* German lust for domination. 
Marshal Foch 
is supposed to know something about military affairs, and it 
was he who described the German signature to the terms of 
the armistic as an “unconditional surrender.” All the world 
except Germany knows this to be true. 
But that country has 
endeavored to establish the tradition that 'it lost the war 
through trickery, not through force of arms. 
It fears that 
this might be challenged afresh in connection with Mr. Wil­ 
son's death, and so it takes to shouting once more “betrayal.” 
This gives the world one more glimpse into the mighty and 
mysterious deeps of German mentality and good taste; but 
all the railing will not remove even a portion of the seal that 
has been affixed to the truth.—New York Times.

CZECHOSLOVAKIAN VILLAGE LIFE. 
Village life in Czechoslovakia is much fuller than the 
life on our main streets. 
As in most of Europe, the farmers 
do not live on isolated farms cut off by bad roads and weath­ 
er from their neighbors, but after their work in the fields 
come back into town and have a real community life there— 
social, political meetings, dance and songs festivals, Sokol en­ 
tertainments, outings. 
In one village of only 1,200 inhabit­ 
ants—a village consisting of a single street and down near the 
railroad station a malt factory, owned co-operatively by the 
farmers in the village—was a community building erected 
a year ago with public funds—800,00 crowns. 
It had a 
theatre, lecture-rooms, a well-equipped gymnasium, baths, a 
large garden, an athletic field, an excellent coffee-house and 
restaurant, and a number of rooms in which visitors to tile 
village could be accomodated—the whole building modem 
and attractive. 
The day we visited this village, a play for 
children was being given in the theatre, preparations for a 
Sokol lecture in the evening were being made, in the coffee­ 
house men were reading peapers from all over the country, 
or were playing billiards or chess. 
The opera from the near­ 
est city was to come the next evening.—Scribner'^,

, The cotton m arket is like the oil 
market in this state,” White de­ 
clared, “and, unless production is 
more stable, there will be a huge 
surplus before the year is over, 
which will mean a serious loss to 
the planters.” 
He declared th at production thru- 
out the nation is moving to a sur­ 
plus over consumption and th at if 
the Oklahoma planters do not cut 
down their acreage thousands of 
dollars will be lost in 1924. 
Boll weevils, this year, probably 
will be of little trouble to Oklahoma 
cotton growers, White declared, ad­ 
ding that if the planters use as 
much precaution against the pests 
this year as they did in 1923, they 
will find their crops, generally, in 
excellent shape. 
White has been • studying 
the 
methods of the government In its 
endeavor to fight off the pest in the 
Louisiana experimental station. The 
federal experts now have a poison­ 
ous liquid which is far more suc­ 
cessful than any yet (^covered for 
killing the boll weevil, he said. 
The county agent said he might 
attem pt the establishment of an ex­ 
perimental station here to perfect a 
boll weevil destroyer, after having 
studied the situation as carried on 
by the government experts. ,
